Thank you for your continued cooperation in connection with the ANS Fugio "die" matter. Your correction of my 
error as to the date of one of your "dies" is appreciated. I have a much more complex matter to straighten out. I 
have examined the images of the ANS holdings which images Bob Hoge and you have provided. Unless my 
eyes are deceiving me these are not dies but are hubs from which dies are made. The text is not mirror image 
and the rising parts of the design are those which should appear on a struck coin. The hub and the struck coin 
have the same appearance except for any changes made to a working die. Your three hubs probably had dies 
made from them. When the heavy obverse die break took place on the hub in making an obverse die that die 
was apparently used to make a silver strike which seems to exist with the die break. I do not think a hub would 
be made from a broken matrix. All of this seems to add to the deceptive practices undertaken about 1859 at the 
time when a Waterbury token maker was making what were called "restrikes".
